A few showers 
fell in Florida and the Great Basin. 

MONDAY...Thunderstorms became widespread through 
the central and southern Plains. Severe storms 


reached from central Texas into southern Oklahoma. 
Showers and 3 few thunderstorms extended 
northeastward through the eastern Great’ Lakes. 
Heavy showers and thunderstorms broke out over 
northern Florida. Temperatures in Florida, south 
of the showers, reached into the nineties.

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NATIONAL AGRICULTURAL SUMMARY 


May 20 to 26, 


HIGHLIGHTS: Major field crop development’ and 
seeding continued ahead of normal and last year, 
with most of the Nation's corn, rice, and spring 
wheat planted. Soybean, sorghum, and cotton 
plantings were ahead of last year and the normal 
pace. Most of the dryness left the eastern half of 
the Nation, but continued in Florida, portions of 
the Great Plains, and in California, Nevada, and 
Arizona. Farmers across much of the Nation had 4-6 
days suitable for fieldwork. Ohio, Virginia, West 
Virginia, and Kentucky farmers had 3.5 days or less 
suitable for fieldwork. 

Corn was 96 percent(%) seeded in the 17 major 
producing States, compared with 80% in 1984 and the 
82% average. Planting was ahead of last year and 
the average in nearly all States. The 7 major 
sorghum producing States seeded 56% of _ the 
acreage. In the 19 major soybean producing States, 
59% of the acreage was seeded, 27 points ahead of 
last year and 19 points ahead of the average. 
Cotton, at 79% planted, was 9 and 6 points ahead of 
1984 and the average, respectively. Planting 
neared completion in all States except Oklahoma and 
Texas. Rice advanced to 92% seeded, which was 
about normal. Winter wheat was 76% headed in 16 of 
the 18 major producing States, 30 points ahead of 
1984 and 19 points ahead of the 5-year average. 
Livestock were mostly good, and pastures continued 
improving with additional moisture. 





SMALL GRAINS: Winter wheat was mostly good. 
However, wheat continued suffering from the lack of 
moisture in South Dakota and the northwest Mountain 
States. Winter wheat was 76% headed in 16 of the 
18 major producing States, 30 points ahead of 1984 
and 19 points ahead of the 5-year average. Heading 
was underway in all States except Idaho and 
Montana. Harvest continued gaining momentum across 
the South from East to West and as far North as 
southern Oklahoma. Wheat harvest was 6% complete 
in Texas, 17% in Alabama, 3% in Mississippi, 26% in 
Louisiana, and 21% complete in Georgia. Barley and 
other small grain harvest was underway in_ the 
Southeast and Southwest. 

Spring wheat seeding was virtually complete in 
the 5 major producing States. Ninety percent of 
the planted spring wheat emerged. Stands were 
mostly good, except in South Dakota where moisture 
was short. 


CORN: Corn was 96% 





seeded in the 17 major 
producing States, compared with 80% last year and 
th he 82% average. Planting was considerably ahead 
of last year and the average in nearly all States. 
Corn was mostly good. Ample moisture and warm 
temperatures provided excellent growth and_ seed 
germination in most areas, especially in the Corn 
Belt. Silking and tasselling became more prevelant 
across the South. 
SORGHUM: The 7 major sorghum producing States 
seeded 56% of the acreage; 27% was seeded last 
year, and normally 42% is seeded. Seeding in 
Kansas and Nebraska more than doubled last year and 
the average. Seeding was also ahead of normal in 
most other sorghum producing States. 





SOYBEANS: In the 19 major Soybean producing 
ates, 59% of the acreage was seeded, 27 points 
ahead of last year and 19 points ahead of average. 


Seeding more than doubled last year in Indiana, 
Michigan, Missouri, Nebraska, Ohio, and South 
Dakota. Planting was 72 and 68% complete in the

Rain slowed the grapefruit and 
Orange harvests, but fruit continued softening from 
insufficient moisture. 

Arizona's producers picked good-quality 
apricots, nectarines, peaches, and plums. 
California peaches were thinned and sprayed for the 
Oriental Fruit Moth. Grapefruit harvest advanced, 
but south coast lemon harvest lagged behind normal 
because of a large early fruit crop. Good quality 
but smaller sized valencia oranges were picked. 


VEGETABLES: California broccoli harvest was fairly 
heavy from the central coast. Celery harvest was 
active along the south coast, but very light in 
Santa Maria. Sweet corn harvest increased in the 
desert, and lettuce volume was heavy in the central 
coast region. Arizona's Central Valley vegetable 
growers packed dry onions, green onions, squash, 
Carrots, greens, cabbage, and potatoes. Fresh and 
chipper potato digging reached peak levels. 
Watermelon harvest began in the Yuma area. 

Texas vegetable harvest continued despite the 
rain. Rio Grande Valley watermelon harvest peaked 
but cucumber harvest slowed. Hail damaged 
vegetables in the San Antonio-Winter Garden area so 
some replanting will be necessary. Sweetpotatoes 
transplanting neared completion in east Texas. 

Florida's vegetable shipments declined 3% from 
last week. Most crops passed peak shipments and 
declined seasonally. Most vegetable areas received 
rain, but more is needed.
